Darkness  at  Noon  hit  the  campus 
hard.  For  in  it.  the  Playhouse  presented 
a  grim  pieture  of  probably  the  most 
important  question  of  the  day  —  the 
f  Communism.  The  point  of 
the  play,  which  reflects  th 
Purge  Trials  of  1936,  is  to  show  why 
so  many  high  communist  confessed 
crimes     against    the    state. 

Rubashov.  a  Communist  leader,  is 
convicted  on  trumped-up  charges.  He 
cry  effort  to  shake  him  by 
persuasion  though  he  is  turn  between 
love  of  truth  and  loyalty  to  the  state, 
anov.  an  old  comrade,  per- 
suades him  that  he  can  still  be  useful 
and  will  be  pardoned  if  he  will  con- 
fess    minor    deviations.
